Canadians can have little sym- 
pathy with Lindy because he has 
no faith in the British people, in 
the justice of their cause, or in 
their capacity to resist the invader. 
The people of the British Isles can- 
not understand how the tired, hurt, 
sorrowing man whom they had 
welcomed as friend could later be- 
tray them as he has. 

.America, sailing slowly along in 
the uncharted zone between declar- 
ed and undeclared war, cannot 
make up her mind what to think 
of Mr. Lindl>ergh and his unequivo- 
cal statements. Many question his 
value as 'a witness; some would 
ha\'c him a madman; others, an ex- 
pert only within the field of aero- 
nautics. 

Americans are too conscious of 
their democracy to think of deny- 
ing him the right to free speech, to 
freedom of expression of opinion. 
But many feel that far too much 
emphasis has been laid upon his 
opinions, especially in the fields of 
international politics and world af- 
fairs. The press must bear part of 
the ••blame" for giving Mr. Lind- 
bergh more publicity than he is en- 
titled to. But when a national 
figure gets up and has the courage 
to advocate appeasement, it's news! 

1 believe Lindy is sincere; but, 
especially wiuh such vital issues at 
stake, sincerity alone is not to be 
considered. Lindy knows that he is 
making himself more and more un- 
popular in the mass mind. If would 
have been so much easier for him 
to have remained silent. Why, then, 
did he speak? BecEuse he feels the 
country is about to conimit suicide. 
The msjority seem to believe other- 
wise—the overwhelming majority, 
for which Britain may be thankful. 

I cuiBot believe Lindy to be a 
Nasi tool, aa aoine label him. He is 
■imply misinformed and misguided, 
in the opinion of a majority of 
right-thinking people. They do not 
•ecm to ahare his philoaopfay. They 
4« net feel his way about Nail 
Germany or about the destiny of 
their America.

Hii testimony in a nutabell. 

Lindbergh can b>e said to .<:peak 
for a small group which simply 
does not believe In aiding Britain, 
for any cause or on any terms. His 
reasons for such a stand are less 
clear, and, we might say, less 
understandable, especially from a 
Canadian point of view. He doesn't 
think a German victory would 
threaten United States security. 
Any attempt to measure the extent 
to which this security might be 
threatened or even lessened is 
simply naive speculation. One can 
only judge by what has gone be- 
fore—by what has happened with 
such amazing swiftness in the Old 
World. One has only to look at the 
long succession of bloody events 
which no one dreamed could pos- 
sibly happen in such a short space 
of time. It is because most Amer- 
icans believe that '•it can happen 
here," that they have pledged 
themselves to back Britain. 

An aroused press has assailed the 
Colonel's logic. There is nothing 
wrong with his reasoning, once you 
accept hif premises. But the prem-

DR. VINER SPEAKS 
TO PSYCHOLOGISTS 



Topic to Concern Origin 
and History of 
Psychoanalysis 



Dr. Norman Viner, M.D.C.M., lec- 
turer in Neurology at McGill, will 
discuss the topic "The Present 
Status of Psychoanalysis" at a meet- 
ing of the Psychological Society to 
be held Thursday night at 8 p.m. 
in Strathcona Hall. A short outline 
of the origin and history of psycho- 
analysis will be given by Dr. Viner, 
including a description of the var- 
ious techniques and "Philosophy" 
of psychoanalysis. 

Dr. Viner is a McGill graduate in 
Arts and Science, and has carried 
on extensive and valuable work in 
local hospitals, including the Gen- 
eral, Western, Jewish, and Verdun 
Protestant. "He is," stated the Sec 
retary of the Psychological Society, 
"especially qualified to deal with 
the subject of psychoanalysis be- 
cause of his extensive experience 
in this field." 

"No other technique or theory in 
the field of menial therapy," con- 
tinued the Secretary, ••has received 
such popqlar acclaim and such 
severe criticism as Freud's theory 
of human motivation and his meth- 
od of liealing 'perverted' instinct- 
ive drives. Or. Viner, an authority 
on psyclioa/iaiysis, will examme 
such criticisms of psychoanalytic 
theory and method in the light of 
present day thought an^ will en- 
deavor to corroborate his views by 
illustrative examples from his own 
experience."

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An Eye to the Future 

Spring i? j\i5t around tho corner, and 
with it examinations and graduation. This 
year, as in previous years, scores of Mc- 
Gill men and women will be lookinp tor 
permanent positions — some already are. 
There is prevalent around the campus an 
altitude that the urgency of Can.id.i'.^ ^^ar 
effort has created tailor-made jobs for 
%Trtually everj- university graduate. It is 
true thatithe need for well-trained men in 
the Empuire today is greater than it has 
ever been, and it is no idle rumor that 
large industries have appealed to McGill, 
several months before graduation, for stu- 
dents to fill the many positions that ex- 
pansion and war production produce. 

However, these opportunities, for the 
large part, lie in the somewhat restricted 
range of war industries, such as explosives, 
aeronautics, etc. This shotild not be a 
source of discouragement, for there is al- 
ways a job for the man who really wants 
it, but^ even in wm- lime, there is a paucity 
of excellent positions and the truism about 
the early bird still holds. 

To repeat, there -v^ill probably be a 
choice of more than one position before this 
year's graduate. There is a decided tend- 
encj' to rhoo?e the work that offers the 
highest financial remuneration. This is 
often sound wisdom, but in many cases 
there is little or no forethoncljt. Considera- 
tion of opi)ort unity of advancement, of 
Becurity in the years ahead, of the perman- 
ent importance of the chosen field should 
all carrj' equal weight with the pay-check. 

Some men have left college to enter the 
various branches of the armed forces; they 
are probably Fer\-ing the Empire best in 
that manner. Eeeently. there has been talk 
of releasing certain students from the 
fourth year to work in the vital industries. 
It is not our privilege to judge how great 
is their need to the ' ouiitrj- — it may be as 
vital for Canada to have (•cieiitijts im- 
mediately as well as air pilots, but they, 
too, certainly should look to the future. 

Many students have assured themselves 
a posation on graduation through summer 
employment which in rptny cases is the 
best recommendation for permanent work 
at that particular place or elsewhere. This 
summer, the need for men in constructing 
new factories, in working for the vital in- 
dustries and likewise, the need for girls 
to replace men who have left banks, busi- 
ness offi<:es and department stores will be 
great. There is no time like the present. . . . 



Learning Canada*s

Most items iu the daily new.cpapers 
today treat the many phases of the war 
but an announcement which Fhould be of 
interest to all Canadians, although only 
slightly touching on the current conflict, 
has gone almost unnoticed, f* had to do

MUSIC NOTES 



Memorable Work by Morrl. 

.lean Morel, formorly of the Pari.-: Orchcslr.i 
and of the Opera Comique, was the guest con- 
ductor at last night's Concert Symphoniquo. 
With him appeared the young Chilean pianist 
CLiudio Arrau. replacing Rudolf Serkin as solo- 
i.'t in tho Fourth Concerto of nccthoven. To- 
Keiher. they contrived nn evening of music that 
combined the famillBr with the out-of-lhc-way, 
rangins from the rarely heard Finst Symphony 
ot short-lived Ernest Chausson to the much 
played Roman Carnival owrture of Berlioi. 

M. Morel makes as much of his willowy 
frame as ot his long, delicate hands in convey- 
ing ideas to the orchestra; and while his con- 
ft.int KC'^uirr-: arc a little riisturbinR to the con- 
ccrtgoer, the men seem to understand Just whal 
subtle effect he is calling for. Last night they 
dished up his orders with dispatch and assur- 
ance and the atidlencc roared bravo. 

A striking performance of the dashing Ber- 
lioz overture opened the concert. There was 
balance and fine tone throughout the orchestra 
as they raced through the score so heavily 
loaded with melody, high spirits and crashing 
percussion effects. 

More thoughtful was the B minor Symphony 
of Chausson, a new and fascinating cxi-iericncc 
for this reviewer. Here is music that lies far 
from the well-trodden path and shows the 
marked influence of Cesar Franck. With M. 
Morel it was a labour of love, and his enthu- 
siasm Infected Uie players one and all. The 
symphony is In three movement.":, the markings 
arc in French and not the tradition.il Italian, 
the form is cyclical stemming from Franck. 
But there is originality in this writing: colour- 
ful orchestration, a dreamlike mood that anti- 
cipates Debussy suffused here and there by 
passages of stirring melody whose outline is 
not blatant enough to appeal to a wide audi- 
ence. The symphony is a revelation to any 
listener in whom the name Chausson conjures 
up echoes of^ the much misplayed Poemc for 
virtin. For here there is none of the super- 
ficial bra\'ura that obscures the sensuous 
beauty of that music. 

Notorious handclappers, the Plateau audi- 
ence got what they bargained for in Mr. Ar- 
rau's performance of the Beethoven concerto. 
As much taken with his ingratiating keyboard 
manner as with his dazzling technical display, 
they gave the South American artist a great 
ovation, and caused him to return for an en- 
core. Arrau's equipment is quite outstanding; 
there is admirable control in his fingers, his 
runs are clean and supple, and his execution 
well nigh flawless, but for a reading of this 
concerto that makes the noble Beethoven 
phrases breathe and live we recommend the 
Schnabel recording in the Carnegie Room.

February 11.— The ceiling 
was 7.ero Thursday, when word came through 
that Professor Robert McQueen was on the ill- 
fnted plane that crashed at Armstrong. In the 
University, both student and staff sincerely 
felt the loss of a friend and guide. Business 
and labor; producer and consumer; govern- 
ment and cili7.cn; they who practised the trade 
he preached will greatly miss the reasoned 
counsel they sought and which he so freely 
gave. Professor McQueen dwell in no ivory 
towJw nor dreamed of castles in Spain, for his 
was a prnclical philo.sophy of sense. It wag in 
pursuing this combination of wisdom and prac- 
tice that he met his untimely end. 

As a teacher he was without equal, realii- 
Ing, like Pope, that 

"Men must be taught as if you taught 
them not 

And things unknown proposed as things 
forgot." 

Therefore we wene treated as men,— fell big 
—discussing national affairs and economics on 
a parity with the "prof." Wc were not told 
the solution but encouraged by inspiration to 
seek it along with him. No pedagogue he; 
rather an inquiring soul, seeking a way through 
the labyrinth to truth and praclicabilily; never 
pedantic, except in four-letter words, seldom er- 
udité,— just holdlMR the light for otliers to see. 

For the last three years it was my good for- 
tune to be one of the few in Professor Mc- 
Queen's Honours class. It was in these classes 
that 1 realized thai "honours" meant not marks 
attained, but a system of honest endeavour to 
solve the problems for ourselves under the 
watchful guidance of "Prie," who was quick to 
combat naivety or poor judgment on our part 
We talked as much as he did in class, scrawled 
as many poor diagrams on the board as he, ad- 
mitted that wc didn't know far less often; but 
if we strayed from reason we were only per- 
mitted to go far enough to reveal our errors. 
Communist, créditer, or capitalist, we could be 
as wc choose, but he insisted that we _ be good 
ones, whatever our choosing. 'VlT^^^iS have 
been fortunate enough to share these' privileges 
extend our sympathies to those who are now 
unable to do so.

The Lincoln 
Personality 

By A. J. Livimon 



It is an axiom that all great men 
are great for something. True, great, 
nwy! may be, and is. thrust upon 
some leaders. It is equally true, 
that there are others who are great 
because greatness welled within 
them. Abraham Lincoln, I submit, 
was one of the latter category. I 
hasten to admit, though, that Lin- 
coln, in his modesty, frequently be- 
littled that thought. He was, none 
the less, one of tho highest types ot 
manhood who, in the face ot super- 
human perplexities and complex- 
ities, prevailed over self-assertive 
down-pulling forces, internal and 
external, and reached the full sta- 
ture ot his destiny. Consult your 
encyclopaedias for a list of world 
leaders of the Lincoln breed, and 
you will be surprised to note how 
few there were of his kind. 

When we elect to analyze a char- 
acter we arc often baffled in our 
analysis by the abundance of fac- 
tors and counter-factors that play 
and interplay in our studious vision 
of men; or wc are baffled by the 
elements and counter-elements that 
cross and re-cross the area of our 
telescopic view of these self-same 
men who have made bjg names for 
themselves. Lincoln is no exception 
in this respect. Yet, once wc have 
removed the encrusted shell of un- 
favorable and unjustified criticism 
of Lincoln, and have come down to 
the human democratic citizen, di- 
vested ot all tedious trappings and 
derisive puns, wc then behold, in 
the luminous light ot broad day, 
not only the great American, but, 
also, incontestably, one of the in- 
spired supermen of world history. 

However, it is not enough to 
grant, asycertain modem personality 
psychologists or philosophers of hu- 
man character do, maximized num- 
erical points for each of the qual- 
ities that a man possesses, or ought 
to possess, in order that one might 
be classified as great. For this rea- 
son: Because the intangibles and 
the Imponderables of personality, 
which would mount, relatively 
speaking, to astronomical figures, if 
the assigned points could be cal- 
culated, are in and of themselves 
the supremely and preponderating- 
ly deciding criteria of greatness. 
Indeed, of all the public men that 
I have studied and pondered upon — 
and they have been many— Abra- 
ham Lincoln seems to have the 
largest quota of these "Intangibles." 
There are moments in his career, In 
supererogation and In unction, 
when he towers above his fellow- 
citizens in his day like unto the 
majestic men of the Bible did tower 
over their contemporaries. 

We do get an Inkllng'of this tow- 
ering personality from a reading of 
Lincoln's Farewell Address at 
Springfield, Illinois, February 11, 
1861. It is so highly charged with 
depth and soul to rank it amongst 
the grandest of all brief addresses. 
Here are his words: 
"My Friends: 

No one not in my situation 
can appreciate my feeling of 
sadness at this parting. To this 
place, and the kindness of these 
people, I owe everything. Here 
I have lived a quarter of a cen- 
tury, and have passed from a 
young to an old man. Here my 
children have been born, and 
one Is buried. I now leave, not 
knowing when or whether ever 
1 may' return, with a task be- 
fore me greater than that which 
rested upon Washington. With- 
out the assistance of that Divine 
Being who ever attended him I 
cannot succeed. With thst assist- 
ance I cannot fail. Trusting in 
Him, who can go with me and 
remain with you, and be every- 
where for good, let us confid- 
ently hope that all will be well. 
To His care commending you, 
as I hope in your prayers you 
will commend me, I bid you an 
affectionate farewell." 
It is not given to all men at all 
limes In achieve what Lincoln ac- 
compli.shed in his brief and counted 
years. 11 is the Lincoln touch that 
he had and the all-embracing and 
all-consuming decisiveness to fight 
on for Union, Liberty, Freedom and 
Right, regardless of personal sacri- 
fice, that intrinsically explains the 
mystic secret of his personality. He 
fed on ambrosia and became im- 
mortal. 

Though treatises have been writ- 
ten on the theme, we can say in 
short here, that a man's personality 
colours his every important act and 
speech. This is strikingly demon-

re Bert Yates— Right or Wrong?

Dear Sir: i 
Tom Mulligan's letter in today's 
DaUy, dealing with the dismissal of 
Bert Yates from the Union, has 
brought to public view a question 
which seenw to me to merit a good 
deal of consideration. I think he 
la.^ dealt with the subject very well, 
and I support his views wholeheart- 
edly, i 
The claim has been made that 
Bert was inefficient. It is strange 
that this was only brought to any-, 
one's attention after he had been' 
dismissed. Certainly I know of no' 
one who uses the Union in the ord- 
inary way who noted any marked 
inefliciency In the way his work 
was done. And even if one were to 
admit this point, efficiency can be 
carried too far. I believe Ihi.s has 
been done in thi.s case. 

Bert, although not old, is not 
young, and any organization which 
keeps an employee for a dozen 
years or more must assume a slow- 
ly declining efficiency. If he were 
inefficient the time to dismiss him 
was twelve years ago, not no-v. 
Now he is past the age when he 
can readily find another job, and 
justiflably feeling secure in his 
position, he has raised a family. 
Suddenly, during the Christmas 
vacation, when most students are 
away from the Union, he is dis- 
missed, with the heartening admon- 
ition that if nothing else turns up 
he can "go on relief." 

I think we should also consider 
the conditions under which Bert 
had to work. They do not appear 
to have been always the liest. Every 
year he was under a different 
House Committee, with different 
tastes, different ideas, different 
ways of treating employees. It is 
only natural that someone should 
be dissatisfied. Whether that dis- 
satisfa'ction is proof of inefficiency 
is another matter. 

Also in today's Daily is an item 
in the "Council Notes" which sUtes 
that the President of the Union re- 
ported this dismissal to the Stu- 
dents' Council and it was approved. 
Just that! There was apparently no 
discussion, no inquiry into the 
reasons for such action, no attempt 
to weigh the opposing factors. Bert 
Yates, who is almost an institution 
at the Union, was thereby deprived 
ot his means of livelihood. 

I, like Mulligan, have heard the 
opinions of many students on this 
matter, and they all believe that it 
should be thoroughly looked into 
After all, the Union House Commit- 
tee, responsible as it admittedly is 
for the efficient running ot the 
Union, is elected by the students, 
whose opinions should have some 
force. I believe that the Students'

nïirated' in the oratorical feats of the 
Great Emancipator. Nothing, I 
think, shows this better than in 
Lincoln's '•House Divided Against 
Itself Speech, which he gave on 
June 16, 1858, in Springfield, Illinois. 
Let us quote but one excerpt of 
that logical address before the Re- 
publicans of Illinois: 

"Mr. President and Gentle- 
men of the Convention: 

"If we could first know where 
we arc, and whither we are 
tending, we could better judge 
what to do, and how to do it. 
... 'A house divided against 
itself cannot stand.' I believe 
this governmcnl cannot endure 
permanently half «lave and half 
free. I do not expect the Union 
to be dissolved— I do not expect 
the house to fall— but I do ex- 
pect it wUl cease to be divided. 
It will become one thing, or all 
the other " 

This is likewise exemplified in 
Lincoln's "Gettj'sburg Address" 
cpoken on November 19, 1663. If 
proof of our contention is wanted, 
here it is abundantly. 

Destiny and History placed at the 
end of Lincoln's road a huge mon- 
olithic "rock of ages" on which 
they inscribed, in resplendent golden 
letters, the words Union and Frce- 
«lem, Right and Justice. These words 
were Lincoln's talismans; these 
worIs he saw from afar, as at the 
burning bush, steadily and un- 
flinchingly, both in Peace and in 
War. This, I submit, is the virtual 
key to Lincoln's personalitj-, and 
this is why, posterity in the Demo- 
cracies of the universe, 132 years 
after his birth in abjectness, in the 
pioneer Hsrdin County. Kentucky, 
rises up in its multitudes, and in 
one voice acclaim his name blessed,

ment of the inevitability of Ger- 
man conquest lof Britain). He has 
declared that even with full aid 
from this countr>', there can be no 
quMtion of successful British re- 
sistance. America will only be pro*' 
longing the bloodshed, without any 
hope of final victory! 

That's tough stuff to take quietly. 
It hits between the eyes. It makes 
lome see red; others can pass it off 
with a confident shrug. 

The Colonel is for national de- 
fence. Now we have mentioned his 
■tatement about "no German men- 
ace" should BritaLi Isl! Yet he says 
that America should prepare to de- 
fend itself. Against whom? 

The Colonel is not simply "anti." 
He is "pro"-appeafement. He has 
■aid so. What better proof? He of- 
fers reasons. While teUing us the 
British couldn't yosaibly win, he 
■tates that an English victory would 
necessitate invasion of the contin- 
ent "I believe this would create 
prostration, famine, and disease in 
Europe— and probably in America— 
auch as the whole world has never 
experienced before." That is why 
he prefers a negotiated ap-"peace''- 
ment to a complete victory for 
either side. Perhaps he forgets that 
in modern war there is no victor. 

Lindbergh is bound to appeal lo 
those who still want to shut their 
eyes to what is taking place in this 
world-unit of ours. His belief that 
Britain can't win anyway will be 
championed by those who want to 
cacape hardship and sacrifice. 

There are. still some who cry 
"peace; peace!" when there is no 
peace. They will clap the Cqlonel. 
But the mass of self-respecting Am- 
ericans who see the larger risks will 
tgeU him NO!

F. W. Harvey Trophy, the Winner of Class (2) a Bronze Medal and the 
Winner of Class (3) a Silver Medal. The Individual Champs on each 
piece of Apparatus will receive the Third Grade "M".
